The  Crucible  of  Adversity 
and  Afflict  ion 

by  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve 


President  McKay,  other  members 
of  the  General  Authorities,  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  listeners  throughout 
the  world: 

I  have  selected  as  the  subject  of 
my  remarks  today  "The  Crucible 
of  Adversity  and  Affliction,"  some- 
thing with  which  we  arc  all  well 
acquainted.  My  purpose  is  to  give 
comfort  and  courage  to  the  weary 
and  heavy-laden,  among  whom  we 
all,  at  times,  find  place. 

Latter-day  Saints  know  that 
much  of  pain  and  suffering  would 
be  avoided  if  the  people  would  ac- 
cept and  follow  the  Saviour.  Our 
mission,  as  a  church,  is  to  bring 
people  to  a  knowledge  of  Christ  and 
thus  avoid  all  unnecessary  suffering. 
We  are  aware,  however  that  should 
all  men  accept  and  live  his  teach- 
ings, adversity  and  affliction  would 
still  abound  because,  in  the  words 
of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  "Men 
have  to  suffer  that  they  may  come 
upon  Mount  Zion  and  be  exalted 
above  the  heavens." 


This  does  not  mean  that  we  crave 
suffering.  We  avoid  all  we  can. 
However,  we  now  know,  and  we  all 
knew  when  we  elected  to  come  into 
mortality,  that  we  would  here  be 
proved  in  the  crucible  of  adversity 
and  affliction. 

As  our  Heavenly  Father,  in  that 
great  pre-earth  council  referred  to. 
here  this  morning  by  President  Tan- 
ner, "stood  in  the  midst  of"  us.  his 
spirit  children,  and  announced  his 
plan  for  bringing  "to  pass"  our 
"immortalitv  and  eternal  life" 
(Moses  1:39),  he  said.  "...  We 
will  go  down.  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  make  an 
earth  whereon  these  may  dwell: 

"And  we  will  prove  them  ...  to 
see  if  they  will  do  all  things  what- 
soever the  Lord  their  God  shall 
command  them."  (Abraham  3:24-25) 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  said 
that  "the  organization  of  the  spiri- 
tual and  heavenly  worlds,  and  of 
spiritual  and  heavenly  beings  .  .  . 
were  voluntarily  subscribed  to  in 
their  heavenly  estate  by  themselves."

I  wonder  whal  it  would  have  meant  if  everyone  who  spoke  at  Eastei 
services  in  the  Christian  world  on  this  Easter  day  could  have  informed  his 
listeners  not  only  of  the  scriptural  account  of  the  rising  of  the  Christ  on 
the  third  day.  as  he  said  he  would,  and  the  effect  of  that  resurrection  in 
giving  assurance  of  the  immortality  of  life,  but  in  addition  thereto  each  of 
the  speakers  could  have  told  his  listeners  that  there  is  an  order  in  the 
resurrection  and  an  order  in  heaven;  and  of  men  and  women  acknowledging 
the  Christ  as  their  Saviour  that  they  are  depending  upon  certain  conditions 
to  achieve  the  first  and  highest  order  of  resurrection:  and  the  highest  status 
held  out  for  God's  children  in  the  eternity  to  come. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  universality  of  the  resurrection  was  one 
of  the  most  if  not  the  most,  important  demonstration  of  the  universality 
of  God's  love  and  mercy  for  his  children.  Everyone,  good  and  bad.  is  to 
be  the  beneficiary  of  the  atoning  sacrifice;  the  gift  of  immortality  is  univer- 
sal. Nothing,  it  seems,  could  more  clearly  demonstrate  the  love  and  mercy 
of  the  Father,  and  also  the  fact  that  all  humankind  are  his  children, 
belonging  to  his  family. 

The  Lord  has  told  us  that  if  we  respond  to  gospel  principles  and  con- 
form to  certain  requirements  not  only  will  we  be  resurrected  with  all 
of  his  children,  but  we  shall  also  come  forth  in  the  morning  of  the  first 
resurrection  crowned  with  glory  and  eternal  life,  and  that  the  church  of 
the  firstborn  shall  inherit  his  highest  and  most  glorious  blessings  and  shall 
achieve  that  station  in  life  hereafter  which  he  has  pronounced  the  greatest 
of  all  exaltation  in  the  celestial  kingdom  of  our  God.  If  each  of  these 
ministers  speaking  of  the  resurrection  this  Easter  day  had  been  able  to 
give  such  information  to  the  Christian  world,  do  you  not  think  it  would 
have  given  that  world  a  far  different  understanding  of  the  whole  meaning 
and  significance  of  that  great  central  fact  in  the  life  of  the  Saviour  which 
we  celebrate  at  this  time?  It  is  in  the  explanation  of  the  marvellous 
phenomenon  of  this  life  that  I  find  peculiar  interest  this  Easter  morn.  The 
facts  are  undeniable.  What  are  the  reasons? 

To  find  the  reasons  we  must  turn  to  the  authentic  accounts  of  his 
life  —  what  he  said  of  himself  and  those  written  by  his  friends.  In  these 
accounts  we  find  him  characterized  as  the  Saviour,  the  Redeemer,  the 
Mediator,  the  Bread  of  Life,  the  Water  of  Life,  and  the  Light  of  the  World. 
He  is  also  designated  as  King  of  kings.  Lord  of  lords,  and  Eternal  God. 
What  is  the  purport  of  these  sublime  appellations?  May  not  the  explana- 
tion for  this  incomparable  life  lie  in  the  very  titles  which  he  bore? 

I  believe  that  it  does,  my  friends,  and  in  the  recognition  of  the  validity 
of  those  titles  lies  the  hope  of  humanity.  When  the  world  accepts  the 
Christ  for  what  he  was  and  is.  it  will  not  marvel  at  the  miracles  of  his 
life. 

The  attributes  of  Jesus  are  the  standards  of  perfection  in  human  living. 
Kindliness,  sympathy,  tolerance,  mercy,  forbearance,  charity  in  judgment, 
loyality.  justice,  integrity,  and  abiding  love  are  Christian  virtues  that  lie 
at  the  foundation  of  the  idealism  of  the  race.  These  are  the  incomparable 
concepts  of  the  good  neighbour,  doing  unto  others  as  you  would  be  done 
by,  and  the  abundant  life  —  losing  one's  self  in  the  service  of  others  that 
he  may  save  it  —  are  the  soundest  and  truest  philosophies  in  society  of 
men  and  the  way  to  happiness. 

These  inestimable  contributions  to  the  human  family,  coming  from 
the  life  and  works  of  the  Master,  however  great  and  beautiful,  must,  in 
this  recognition  of  which  1  speak,  be  considered  but  by-products  and 
derivations  of  the  outstanding  things  which  really  command  our  veneration 
and  our  worship. 
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Of  this  wc  sec  clear  demonstration  in  the  pronouncements  and  protes- 
tations   of    the    clubs    and    societies    and   even    of   nations    themselves    who 

appropriate  and  expropriate  the  sayings  and  doctrines  of  the  Saviour  as 
their  slogans,  their  mottOS  and  their  passwords  to  public  favour,  while  in 
their  hearts  are  scepticism,  doubt,  and  denial  of  his  true  place  in  the  life 
of  the  world. 

It  so  happens  that  we  celebrate  this  day  by  this  special  service,  an 
event  in  his  life  which  is  infinitely  more  significant,  more  far-reaching  and 
more  important  in  the  life  of  man  than  all  these  by-products,  salutary  and 
beautiful  as  they  are.  of  which  I  have  spoken  We  commemorate  today  the 
central  fact  in  the  life  of  Christ,  the  resurrection  from  the  grave. 

As  a  man  endowed  with  great  and  superior  wisdom  and  far-reaching 
insight  into  the  lives  and  character  of  men.  he  might  have  given  to  the 
world  his  transcendent  philosophies  and  his  incomparable  formula  for 
living.  But  as  a  man  he  could  not  have  power  over  death:  he  could  not  call 
the  dead  to  life;  he  could  not  rise  from  the  grave.  It  took  a  (iod  to  do 
that.  So  the  Easter  which  typifies  the  new  life  after  death  and  therefore  an 
eternity  of  life  not  stopped  by  death,  is  at  once  the  irrefutable  demonstra- 
tion o(  the  Lordship  o\  the  Christ  and  also  the  most  portentous  and  sublime 
product  of  his  life. 

Once  granted  that  this  event  is  a  fact  genuine  and  authentic  -  all 
the  rest  follows  in  logical,  incontrovertible  sequence.  If  there  is  life  aftei 
death,  man  is  something  more  than  a  chemical  and  physical  mechanism. 
There  is  something  in  him  not  of  earth.  That  something  is  supernatural, 
and  there  is  a  supernatural  world.  The  ultimate  destiny  of  man  in  that 
world  -  -  it  must  be  desirable  because  Christ,  the  Perfect  One.  went  there 
and  lives  there.  To  be  with  him.  to  enjoy  his  companionship,  to  live  in  a 
society  which  conforms  to  his  teachings  and  over  which  he  presides  that 
is  the  lofty  goal  and  purpose  in  life,  at  least  for  one  who  accepts  the 
premises  of  this  occasion. 

Why  have  the  nations,  in  all  the  years  that  have  intervened  between 
the  advent  of  these  sublime  conceptions  and  philosophies  and  the  present 
day.  continued,  while  professing  Christ,  to  lie.  cheat,  steal,  fight,  and  kill'.' 
How  is  it  possible  that  having  the  example  of  this  perfect  life  ever  before 
them,  they  have  perverted  his  teachings  and  perverted  in  crucifying  him. 
just  as  truly  as  did  the  ancient  Jews?  Can  it  be  that  there  is  a  devil,  an 
adversary  of  light  and  truth,  turned  loose  in  the  world  to  incite  men  to 
greed,  war.  and  murder  in  the  face  of  the  benevolence,  the  boundless  s\m- 
path\,  and  the  compassionate  love  that  this  man  taught? 

I  am  sure  it  must  be  so  or  men  and  nations  could  not  fail  to  surrender 
and  respond  to  the  kindly  persuasion,  the  lovely  precepts,  and  the  en- 
nobling concepts  of  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

I  cannot  believe  that  by  nature  man  is  brutal  and  fiendish.  He  could 
not  be  so  when  made  in  the  image  of  Ciod.  He  must  admit,  however,  that 
the  flesh  is  weak  and  subject  to  temptation.  The  outstanding  and  often 
overpowering  temptation  of  man  is  for  power,  wealth,  and  dominion.  The 
philosophy  of  the  world  is  self-sufficiency.  In  contrast  to  this  is  the 
philosophy  of  Christ  which  is  faith,  altruism.  brotherh  kindness,  and  ser- 
vice. It  is  arrogance  against  humility. 

Will  the  world  continue  to  be  arrogant?  It  will  until  it  really  accepts 
Christ.  When  will  it  accept  him'1  Only  when  men  develop  sufficient  faith, 
not  only  to  admire  his  teachings  and  philosophy  or  even  to  adore  his 
personality,  but  to  acknowledge  his  divinity  and  his  lordship  and  obe\  his 
commandments. 

It  has  been  a  long  and  painful  experience,  my  friends,  to  demonstrate 
this  to  the  world.  The  end  is  not  yet.  but  I  am  trusting  with  millions  of 
his  disciples  on  Easter  day  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  man  shall 
have  learned  the  lessons  of  life  taught  by  the  Master  Teacher:  when  hearts 
shall    be    touched   and    softened    with    divine    compassion:    when    joy   shall

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PREACHING  HIMSELF  INTO  THE  CHURCH 

by  Carl  W.  Buehncr 

I  have  recently  heard  of  a  minister  who.  I  think  is  going  to  preach 
himself  into  the  Church,  and  he  may  bring  with  him  a  number  of  his  own 
congregation. 

1  would  like  to  read  a  little  from  a  talk  he  delivered.  It  is  a  good 
Mormon  sermon,  delivered  by  the  Reverend  Frank  S.  Morley  of  the  Grace 
Presbeterian  Church  of  Calgary.  Alberta.  Canada.  His  subject  was,  "What 
we  can  learn  from  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints."  This 
is  what  he  said: 

"About  all  I  knew  of  the  Mormons  until  comparatively  recently  was 
what  I  had  read  in  Zane  Grey.  I  remember  an  adverse  picture  built 
around  one  of  Zane  Grey's  novels  that  I  had  read  when  I  was  a  boy.  that 
I  had  seen  as  a  boy.  That  sort  of  impression  remained  with  me  unhappily 
until  comparatively  recently  when  I  came  to  know  a  good  many  of  that 
Church  more  intimately,  and  I  began  to  find  out  a  bit  more  about  that 
Church. 

"Especially  did  I  find  it  out  when  two  young  men  came  to  call  on  me 
not  long  after  I  had  been  in  Calgary.  They  came  from  afar  down  in  the 
United  States.  They  came  just  to  talk  over  their  faith  with  me.  I  thought 
that  was  very  wonderful  of  these  two  young  men.  It  took  some  courage  — 
at  least  I  would  have  thought  it  took  some  courage  to  come  up  and  face  a 
rather  formidable  Presbyterian  minister,  and  they  walked  in  and  talked  — 
just  young  fellows  who  had  just  started  to  shave,  I  think  —  and  began  to 
talk  about  their  faith. 

"I  asked  them  how  they  were  managing  to  make  a  living  because  they 
said  they  paid  their  own  expenses,  and  one  boy  told  me  he  had  just 
written  home  and  told  his  father  to  sell  a  cow  he  owned  and  to  send  up 
the  money.  They  dedicate  two  years  to  such  work  and  pay  their  own  ex- 
penses. After  that,  another  couple  of  young  men  came  up  to  see  me  and 
also   talked  about  their  faith  and  answered   some  more  of  my   questions. 

"At  the  (Utah)  centenneal  celebration  in  1947,  the  Mormon  Church 
said  they  had  sent  out  51.612  missionaries  in  that  one  hundred  years  — 
going  out  for  two-year  terms  and  paying  their  own  expenses!  They  had  in 
1949.  8,695  at  work  in  thirty-eight  countries.  But  since  then  they  are  send- 
ing out  something  like  five  or  six  thousand  annually,  so  I  guess  they  have 
more  missionaries  at  work  in  the  world  now.  An  amazing  missionary  work 
for  a  Church  that  is  comparatively  small  and  comparatively  new. 

"Now  what  are  the  things  that  I  like  about  this  Church? 

"First,  their  clear-cut  statement  of  faith.  For  example,  their  first 
statement  is  that  they  believe  in  God.  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  the  Holy 
Spirit.  It  had  been  said  to  me  that  Mormons  do  not  believe  in  Jesus 
Christ!  Such  superstitions  and  misunderstandings  we  have  regarding  them 
need  clearing  up. 

"They  believe  in  things  that  we  would  find  a  little  peculiar,  perhaps, 
like  eternal  progression,  revelation  taking  place  to  day  —  prophetic  revela- 
tion —  and  eternal  marriage.  They  don't  believe  that  death  makes  any 
divorce.  But  is  this  faith  bad? 

"The  second  thing  I  like  about  them  is  that  their  religion  enters  into 
their  life  immediately.  Idleness,  laziness,  living  off  the  government — these 
things  to  them  are  evil.  They  believe  that  one  should  work  and  should  not 
be  supported  by  the  government. 

"Third,  is  that  it  is  a  family-centred  religion.  This  family-centred 
religion  begins  with  family  prayer  in  the  morning  and  family  prayers  at 
night,  and  no  food  is  eaten  until  it  is  blessed.  The  entire  family  goes  to 
Church,  led  by  the  father  and  the  mother.  There  is  a  Home  Evening  each 
week.  Isn't  that  a  wonderful  thing?  One  evening  in  the  week  everybody  is 
home  in  the  Mormon  family  and  they  again  have  family  life. 
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"In  order  to  hold  office  in  the  Mormon  Church,  you  have  to  follow 
the   Word   of   Wisdom    strictly  no    tea,   no  coffee,   no    liquor,   and   no 

tobacco  (which  will  immediately  rule  out  a  good  many  of  us).  You  have 
to  be  morally  clean,  you  have  to  pay  a  tithe,  and  you  have  to  be  an 
active  worker  in  the  Church.  Now  I  don't  know  whether  it's  because  of  this 
way  of  life  to  which  their  religion  is  related  so  intimated  or  not.  but  they 
are  perhaps  the  healthiest  people  in  the  world.  During  the  war.  in  Utah 
you  found  more  men  acceptable  for  the  services  than  any  other  state  in  the 
United  States. 

"The  death  rate  in  the  United  States  is  10  per  1.000.  but  among  the 
Mormons  it  is  under  6  per  1,000.  The  births  per  1.000  in  the  United  States 
are  24  but  among  the  Mormons  38.  In  the  leading  22  civilized  nations  of 
the  world,  the  average  number  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock  are  74 
per  1.000.  In  the  United  States  40  per  1.000  are  born  out  of  wedlock,  but 
in  Utah  only  10,  and  in  Idaho  (which  is  next  in  proportion  being  a 
Mormon  state)  11.  An  amazing  contrast!  They  have  a  very  low  divorce  rate 
also. 

"Another  thing  I  like  in  the  Church  is  its  fellowship,  especially  among 
young  people.  They  keep  their  young  people  around  the  Church.  And 
another  thing,  and  it  may  result  from  this  fellowship,  they  believe  in 
early  marriage.  That's  a  good  idea.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  prepare  their 
young  people  for  marriage.  It  would  be  a  fine  thing  if  our  young  people 
were  prepared  more  for  marriage.  The  Protestant  Church  has  a  most 
inadequate  preparation  of  young  people  for  marriage. 

"Another  thing  I  like  about  their  Church  is  their  devotion.  Take  the 
stake  president  for  example.  A  stake  is  a  certain  area  that  goes  a  long 
way  outside  of  Calgary  —  takes  in  a  vast  area.  The  stake  president  is  un- 
paid. The  man  that  holds  that  position  is  a  most  prominent  citizen  — -  one 
of  our  busiest  —  and  yet  that  stake  president  gives  this  sort  of  time  to  his 
Church:  He  gives  one  night  a  week  for  a  stake  presidency  meeting.  He 
gives  two  Sundays  a  month  to  visit  the  wards.  He  gives  one  full  afternoon 
one  Saturday  a  month.  He  attends  two  general  conferences  a  year  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  they  last  for  three  days  each.  He  has  four  stake  conferences 
a  year  where  he  gives  one  and  one-half  days  each,  and  one  day  a  month 
he  gives  to  the  temple. 

"Now  just  think  of  that  sort  of  time!  Just  think  of  it!  I  can't;  it  appalls 
me. 

(And  here  I  would  like  to  say,  I  am  glad  he  does  not  know  how  much 
more  time  a  stake  president,  bishop,  or  branch  president  puts  in  for  the 
Church  or  he  might  faint.) 

"That  amazing  sort  of  time!  We  have  nothing  like  it!  In  our  church 
there's  nothing  at  all  resembling  that  sort  of  sacrifice  of  time,  and  I  know 
my  church  from  coast  to  coast. 

"I  think  also  of  their  generosity  not  only  in  the  matter  of  time,  but 
also  with  their  tithes.  They  pay  one-tenth.  On  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
month  they  have  a  fast  offering.  They  go  without  two  meals  on  that 
Sunday  and  give  the  money  to  the  poor.  President  Hoover  said  that  if  all 
churches  were  to  practise  help  to  the  poor  as  the  Mormon  Church  does, 
there  would  not  have  to  be  any  state  support  whatever.  They  take  care  of 
their  members,  and  that's  another  thing  I  like  about  their  Church. 

"Their  wards  are  divided  into  what  they  call  "blocks",  which  means 
merely  a  section  of  the  city.  And  in  that  section  there  will  be  from  three 
to  eight  families  who  are  Mormons,  and  they  will  be  visited  by  two 
teachers.  Every  month  they  will  be  visited  by  two  teachers.  (And  I  wish  that 
were  right,  too!) 

"They  may  be  missed  this  month  for  some  reason;  they  may  be  in 
California  or  away  when  called  upon,  but  they  will  be  visited  next  month. 
Every  family  in  the  Mormon  Church  is  visited  from  six  to  twelve  times 
every  year. 

"Last  month  they  aimed  at  100  percent  visitation,  and  they  failed.  They 
didn't  get   100  percent.  They  only  reached  95  percent.  (And  if  the  rest  of 
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you  do  that  well,  then  you  will  hear  no  more  complaints  from  the  Home 
Teaching  Committee.)  Normally,  their  programme  is  about  80  percent 
efficient  in  their  calling. 

"These  teachers  do  three  things.  First:  They  carry  a  message  for  the 
month.  Secondly,  they  go  to  help,  if  any  is  needed,  and  then  they  en- 
courage activity  in  Church  life. 

"What  message  docs  this  hold  for  us?  First  of  all.  this  Church  is 
composed  of  laymen.  There  is  no  one  in  the  Calgary  Stake  who  is  paid  at 
all.  Isn't  that  astounding?  It's  a  laymen's  church.  Just  think  of  the  work 
these  laymen  do!  Our  Protestant  Church  is  built  upon  laymen.  Our  Presby- 
terian Church  is  built  upon  laymen.  Unless  we  can  revive  the  laymen  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  I  don't  believe  it  has  any  great  future.  All  of  the  work 
except  some  inconsequential  things  are  turned  back  upon  the  minister  of  the 
Church.  Unless  we  can  get  the  laymen  of  our  church  to  teach.  I  tell  you 
our  church  will  be  a  dwindling  church. 

"The  teaching  we  get  from  this  Mormon  Church  is  this  —  that 
religion  is  not  to  be  taken  easily.  A  religion  that  imposes  no  obligation  is 
no  religion."

The  Father's  plan  for  proving 
his  children  did  not  exempt  the 
Saviour  himself.  The  suffering  he 
understood  to  endure,  and  which 
he  did  endure,  equalled  the  com- 
bined suffering  of  all  men.  Eighteen 
hundred  years  after  he  had  en- 
dured it(  he  spoke  of  it  as  being  so 
intense  that  it  "caused  myself,  even 
God,  the  greatest  of  all.  to  tremble 
because  of  pain,  and  to  bleed  at 
every  pore,  and  to  sulfer  both  body 
and  spirit  —  and  would  that  I 
might  not  drink  the  bitter  cup,  and 
shrink  — 

"Nevertheless,  (he  concluded), 
glory  be  to  the  Father  and  I  partook 
and  finished  my  preparations  unto 
the  children  of  men." 

President  Brigham  Young  pointed 
out  that  the  intensity  of  Christ's 
suffering  was  induced  by  the  with- 
drawal from  him  of  the  Father's 
Spirit.  And  I  quote  from  Brother 
Young: 

"...  at  the  very  moment  .  .  . 
when  the  crisis  came  .  .  .  the  Father 
withdrew  .  .  .  His  Spirit,  and  cast 
a  veil  over  him.  That  is  what  made 
him  sweat  blood  ...  he  then  pled 
with  the  Father  not  to  forsake  him. 
"No."  says  the  Father,  "you  must 
have  your  trials,  as  well  as  others." 

The  severity  of  the  suffering  in- 
cedent  to  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Father's  Spirit  is  intimated  in  the 
Lord's  statement,  through  the  Pro- 
phet, to  Martin  Harris,  in  which 
he  said: 

"...  repent  .  .  .  lest  you  suffer 
these  punishments  of  which  I  have 
spoken,  of  which  is  the  smallest, 
yea.  even  in  the  least  degree  you 
have  tasted  at  the  time  I  withdrew 
my  Spirit."  (D&C  19:20) 

Fortunately,  we  need  not  endure 
such  suffering  because  Jesus  en- 
dured it  for  us.  provided,  of  course, 
that  we  bring  ourselves,  through 
righteous  living,  within  the  reach  of 
his  atoning  sacrifice. 

However,  just  as  Jesus  had  to 
endure  affliction  to  prove  himself, 
so  must  all  men  endure  affliction  to 
prove  themselves. 

"Abel  was  slain  for  his  righteous- 
ness .  .  .  Abraham  .  .  .  was  laid 
unon  the  iron  bedstead  for  slaugh- 
ter: and  .   .  .  cast  into  the  fire  .  .  . 


m  page  59) 

Moses  was  driven  from  his  countr\ 
and  kindred.  Elijah  had  to  flee  his 
country  .  .  .  Daniel  was  cast  into  a 
den  of  lions:  Micah  was  fed  on 
the  bread  of  affliction;  and  Jere- 
miah was  cast  into  the  filthy  hole 
under  the  Temple  .  .  . 

"...  all  the  Saints  .  .  .  prophets 
and  apostles,  have  had  to  come  up 
through  great  tribulation  ..." 

From  his  own  experience,  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  was  eminently  qualified 
to  talk  about  affliction,  and  he  most 
eloquently  did. 

Writing  from  Liberty  Jail  in 
March  1839.  he  revealed  something 
concerning  the  tribulations  then  be- 
ing endured  by  him  and  his  asso- 
ciates. 

"...  we  have  been  taken  priso- 
ners charged  falsely  with  every 
kind  of  evil  and  thrown  into  prison, 
enclosed  with  strong  walls,  sur- 
rounded with  a  strong  guard,  who 
continually  watch  day  and  night  as 
indefatigable  as  the  devil  .  .  . 

"...  we  are  compelled  to  hear 
nothing  but  blasphemous  oaths,  and 
witness  a  scene  of  blasphemy,  and 
drunkenness  and  hypocrisy,  and 
debaucheries  of  every  description." 

But  even  as  he  protested  these 
atrocities,  his  soul  expanded  as  he 
endured  them.  To  the  Saints  —  who 
themselves  (at  that  time  some  12  to 
15  thousand  of  them)  were  being 
ravished  and  plundered,  robbed  and 
driven  from  their  homes,  in  the 
dead  of  winter  he  said:  "...  our 
circumstances  are  calculated  to 
awaken  our  spirits  to  a  sacred  re- 
membrance of  everything,  and  we 
think  that  yours  are  also,  and  that 
nothing  .  .  .  can  separate  us  from 
the  love  of  God  and  fellowship  one 
with  another:  and  that  every  species 
of  wickedness  and  cruelty  practiced 
upon  us  will  only  tend  to  bind  our 
hearts  together  and  seal  them,  to- 
gether in  love  ..." 

A  little  later  on  in  his  letter  he 
added  this: 

"And  now.  beloved  brethren,  we 
sav  unto  vou.  that  inasmuch  as  God 
hath  said  that  He  would  have  a 
tried  people  that  He  would  purge 
them  as  gold,  now  we  think  that  this 
time  He  has  chosen  His  own  cruci- 
ble,   wherein    we    have    been    tried:

and  we  think  if  wc  get  through  with 
an\  degree  of  safety,  and  shall  have 
kept  the  faith,  that  it  will  be  a  sign 
to  this  generation,  altogether  suffi- 
cient to  leave  them  without  excuse; 
and  we  think  also,  it  will  be  a  trial 
of  our  faith  equal  to  that  of  Abra- 
ham, and  that  the  ancients  will  not 
have  whereof  to  boast  over  us  in 
the  day  of  judgment,  as  being  called 
to    pass    through    heavier   afflictions 

And  then,  speaking  for  himself 
and  his  fellow  prisoners,  he  said: 
"...  in  His  Almighty  name  we  are 
determined  to  endure  tribulation  as 
good  soldiers  unto  the  end."  And 
counselling  the  Saints  to  do  likewise, 
he  said:  "...  let  thy  bowels  .  .  . 
be   full  of  charity  towards   all  men 

This  admonition,  considered  in 
light  of  the  circumstances  under 
which  it  was  given,  seems  to  me 
to  almost  equal  the  Master's  state- 
ment from  the  cross:  "Father,  for- 
give them;  for  they  know  not  what 
they  do."  (Luke  23:34) 

The  Prophet's  soul  never  could 
have  reached  these  heights  without 
enduring  well  the  tribulations  and 
afflictions  heaped  upon  him. 

President  Brigham  Young  is 
quoted  as  observing  that  the  Pro- 
phet was  more  perfect  in  38  years, 
with  the  severe  tribulation  through 
which  he  passed,  than  he  would 
have  been  in  a  thousand  years  with- 
out it. 

The  Prophet's  appreciation  and 
gratitude  for  the  kindness  of  a 
friend,  the  "pure  love  of  Christ" 
which  filled  his  soul,  and  the  assur- 
ance given  him  by  the  Lord,  he 
expressed  in  the  following  passage. 
(As  I  read  it,  note  how  it  reveals 
the  purity  of  his  heart,  the  tender- 
ness of  his  spirit,  and  the  nobility 
of  his  soul.) 

"...  those  who  have  not  been 
enclosed  in  the  walls  of  prison  with- 
out cause  or  provocation,  can  have 
but  little  idea  how  sweet  the  voice 
of  a  friend  is;  one  token  of  friend- 
ship from  any  source  whatever 
awakens  and  calls  into  action  every 
sympathetic  feeling;  it  brings  up  in 
an  instant  everything  that  is  passed; 
it  seizes  the  present  with  the  avidity 
of    lightning;     it    grasps    after    the 


future  with  the  fierceness  of  a  tiger; 
it  moves  the  mind  backward  and 
forward,  from  one  thing  to  another, 
until  finally  all  enmity,  malice  and 
hatred,  and  past  differences,  mis- 
understandings and  mismanagements 
are  slain  victorious  at  the  feet  of 
hope;  and  when  the  heart  is  suffi- 
ciently contrite,  then  the  voice  of 
inspiration  steals  along  and  whis- 
pers, My  son,  peace  be  unto  thy 
soul;  thine  adversity  and  thine 
afflictions  shall  be  but  a  small 
moment;  and  then  if  thou  endure  it 
well  God  shall   exalt  thee  on  high. 

No  wonder  the  Lord  could  say 
to  him.  as  he  did,  "...  I  seal  upon 
you  your  exaltation,  and  prepare  a 
throne  for  you  in  the  kingdom  of 
my  Father,  with  Abraham  your 
father. 

"Behold.  I  have  seen  your  sacri- 
fices in  obedience  to  that  which  I 
have  told  you  ..." 

Now,  as  I  noted  in  the  beginning, 
my  desire  is  to  comfort  and  en- 
courage and  inspire  all  you  faithful, 
humble  people  who  are  enduring, 
with  patience  and  loneliness,  pain, 
sorrow,  and  at  times  almost  despair; 
you  who  languish  in  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes,  and  all  you  other 
shut-ins;  you  who  mourn  the  loss 
of  loved  ones  by  death  or  transgres- 
sion! you  are  experiencing  diminu- 
tion of  strength  in  mind  and  body. 
In  sympathy  and  love  I  say  to  you 
and  all  the  rest  of  us  who  are  being 
tried  in  the  crucible  of  adversity  and 
affliction:  Take  courage,  revive 
your  spirits  and  strengthen  your 
faith.  In  these  lessons  so  impres- 
sively taught  in  precept  and  example 
by  our  great  exemplar.  Jesus  Christ, 
and  his  Prophet  of  the  restoration. 
Joseph  Smith,  we  have  ample  in- 
spiration for  comfort  and  for  hope. 

If  we  can  bear  our  afflictions  with 
the  understanding,  faith,  and  cour- 
age, and  in  the  spirit  in  which  they 
bore  theirs,  we  shall  be  strengthen- 
ed and  comforted  in  many  ways.  We 
shall  be  spared  the  torment  which 
accompanies  the  mistaken  idea  that 
all  suffering  comes  as  chastisement 
for  transgression.  We  shall  be  com- 
forted by  the  knowledge  that  we  are 
not  enduring,  nor  will  we  be  re- 
quired to  endure,  the  suffering  of 
the  wicked  who  are  to  "be  cast  out 
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into  outer  darkness,  where,  there 
shall  be  weeping,  and  wailing,  and 
gnashing  of  teeth." 

We  can  draw  assurance  from  the 
Lords  promise  that  "he  that  is 
faithful  in  tribulation,  the  reward  of 
the  same  is  greater  in  the  Kingdom 
of  heaven. 

"Ye  cannot  behold  with  your 
natural  eyes,  for  the  present  time, 
he  said  the  design  of  your  God 
concerning  those  things  which  shall 
come  hereafter,  and  the  glory  which 
shall  follow   much  tribulation. 

"For  after  much  tribulation  come 
the  blessing  ..."  (D&C  58:2-4) 

We  can  experience  what  Paul  was 
expressing  in  his  epistle  to  the 
Romans,  when  he  said: 

"Therefore  being  justified  by 
faith,  we  have  peace  with  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 

"By  whom  also  we  have  access  by 
faith  into  this  grace  wherein  we 
stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the 
glory  of  God. 

"And  not  only  so,  but  we  glory 
in  tribulations  also:  knowing  that 
tribulation    worketh    patience; 

"And  patience,  experience;  and 
experience,  hope: 

"And  hope  maketh  not  ashamed; 
because  the  love  of  God  is  shed 
abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  is  given  unto  us." 
(Rom.   5:1-5) 

In  conclusion,  I  testify  to  the 
truthfulness  of  these  things.  They 
are  part  and  parcel  of  the  restored 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  know  they 


are  true.  1  have  read  and  been  im- 
pressed by  the  testimony  of  others. 
Paul,  for  example,  having  thrice 
sought  the  Lord  to  remove  "a  thorn 
in  the  flesh,"  was  answered:  "My 
grace  is  sufficient  for  thee:  for  my 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  weak- 
ness." Then  Paul  answered:  "Most 
gladh  therefore  will  I  rather  glor\ 
in  my  infirmities,  that  the  power  of 
Christ  may  rest  upon  me. 

"Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  in- 
firmities, in  reproaches,  in  necessi- 
ties, in  persecutions,  in  distresses 
for  Christ's  sake:  for  when  I  am 
weak,  then  am  I  strong." 

Not  only  have  I  been  impressed 
by  the  testimonies  of  others;  I  have 
been  eyewitness  to  the  operation  of 
these  principles  in  the  lives  of  my 
own  acquaintances.  1  have  seen  the 
remorse  and  despair  in  the  lives  of 
men  who.  in  the  hour  of  trial,  have 
cursed  God  and  died  spiritually.  And 
I  have  seen  people  rise  to  great 
heights  from  what  seemed  to  be 
unbearable  burdens. 

Finally.  I  have  sought  the  Lord 
in  my  own  extremities  and  learned 
for  myself  that  my  soul  has  made 
its  greatest  growth  as  I  have  been 
driven  to  my  knees  by  adversity  and 
affliction. 

To  these  things  I  bear  solemn  wit- 
ness in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
our  beloved  Saviour,  and  in  his 
name  I  invoke  a  comforting  and 
sustaining  blessing  upon  each  of 
you.  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen.

This  is  infinitely  more  difficult 
than  overcoming  physical  hardships. 

The  Lord  has  given  you  the  tools  for  this  purpose  and  the  formula 
for  success.

"Pray  always"  is  not  for  the  lazy.  Those  pray  most  who.  having  done 
their  all.  are  determined  not  to  be  defeated.  Prayer  and  fasting  have  en- 
abled me  to  make  the  right  decision  in  every  crucial  point  in  my  life.  "Be 
believing"  means  to  have  faith  in  your  preparation  and  your  decisions.  Be 
positive.  There  is  no  insurmountable  barrier  to  those  with  confidence  in 
their  convictions.

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NATAL 

Holds  Youth  Convention

Natal  has  scored  up  another  "first"  on  its  charts.  It  is  the  first  of  the 
South  African  districts  to  hold  an  MIA  Convention.  This  was  held  from 
the  23rd  to  the  25th  of  January,  and  was  run  on  a  similar  pattern  to  the 
Mission  wide  Convention  held  every  Easter.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Con- 
vention, the  district  was  divided  into  four  areas:  Durban  Central.  Pieter- 
maritzburg,  Pinetown  and  Southlands  comprising  members  from  the  Bluff. 
Woodlands  area,  and  Southcoast. 

There  were  several  competitions,  each  of  which  attracted  a  record 
number  of  participants.  The  Poem  and  Essay  competitions  together  released 
39  entries,  many  of  which  were  top  class.  The  music  and  poster  competi- 
tions, too,  were  well  supported. 

The  weekend  began  with  a  ball  held  in  the  Pietermaritzburg  recreation 
hall.  All  present  enjoyed  this  very  much.  Once  begun,  the  pace  of  the 
Convention  was  not  once  permitted  to  lag.  Saturday  morning  was  devoted 
to  lectures  on  education  and  to  a  quiz  such  as  will  be  held  at  the  Mission 
Convention.  This  was  won  by  the  Pinetown  Branch,  represented  by  Karen
